Italian court 
to decide on 


adultery issue 


Rome, Nov. 8. 

Italy's Constitutional Court, 
the highest tribunal, was 
called upon today to 
decide whether it is fair to 
punish wives who commit 
adultery, but not hus- 
bands. 


The penal code provides that 
“an adulterous wife may be 
pumshed with up to a year’s 
imprisonment.” It does not 
r«ntion an adulterous husband. 

The nearest thing is a provi- 
sion for prison terms of up to 
two years for husbands found 
guilty of keeping a concubine 
in their family home or in a 
place giving rise to a public 
scandal

EYE OPERATION: 


Every day during the past. week, a jet aircraft 
from the United States has brought to Hong- 
kong two small ice-containers,-each holding a 


pair of human eyes. 


The: procedure . will continue 
throughout the visit of the three 
U.S, uphtnalmic surgeons whv 
are demonstrating the Jatest 
surgery techniques here. 


As soon as the plane lands, a 


telephone call brings a doctor 
to Kai Tak Airport to take deli- 
very of the -cyes, and -m- 
mediately bring them to the 
lcca' hospital, where a team of 
eye surgeons are waiting, ready 
to perform the operation of 
grafting the cornea to the blind 
patient. 

More than thirty operations, 
using the -bed facilities of five 
two clinics on 
and in Kow- 
loon have been deme, and pro- 
bably another twenty will take 
place before the team of {hree 
American eye surgeons and one 
ophthalmic nurse jea “e this 
week for home. 

Moreover, members of the 
Hongkong Ophtha)mological So- 
pegun to perform 
the cperations themselves, with 
the visiting professors standing 
by, as assistants and advisors. 

The whole programme has 
been planned and carried ont 
with clockwork precision. No 
delivery has been late. The 
time required from the moment 
of removal of the eyeballs from 
the donor to the performance 
of the operation on the patient 
must not be more than five or 
six days oherwise the graft will 
not stay viable.

Not all blind can be 
helped by this operation—but 
only those eyes in which disease 
is limtted to the anterior part of 
the eye—the cornea. 

Experience has shown that 
only human corneas cgn be used 
on human beings. Glass, plas- 
tics, corneas from birds and ani- 
mals have been used, without 
success. 

Hongkong at present cannot 
openly solicit donations of eyes 
from people upon death, but 
already there are laws in Eng- 
land permitting the use of 
various human tissues for sur- 
gicil purposes. It is hoped that 
Hongkong eventually will have 
its own corneal grafting act, 
passed by Legislation. 

After the American ophthalmo- 
logists leave, eyeballs and cornea

It will 
be able to “see” 10 times 
further into space than the 
world’s largest optical telescope 
at Mt Palomar in California.
